General Mercer on Trial for Murder.

Brigadier-General Hugh W, Mercer, of the
late Confederate army, isnow on trial before a
military commission, at Savannah, charged with
the “murder of seven Union soldiers.” It will
be remembered by many of our citizens that a
battalion then known as “‘galvanized Yankees,”
while on duty near Hardeeville, on the Charles-
ton and Savannsh Bulroad, conspired to desert
from the Confederate to the Federal forces.

Through mformation from some of the men en-
guged in the conspiracy, the plan failed; the
entire battalion was dicarmed, the members im-
prisoped, and teven of the prominent ringlend-
ers were tried belore s court-mertial, lound
ruilty of desertion, and shot. General Morcer s
now arrgigned beiore a court-martial, and
oharged with the murder of those wen, who
were goilty of the higheat otfense known to the
ref;-ulu'lmm and lnwe of war,

The toregoing we elip from the Uonstitutional-
fuf, We think ovr neighbor is in error. It was
pot near Hardeeyiile that the “galvanized Yan-
kees” conspired to desert, but near Lawton's
